Dr. Newell Dwight 
Hillis of Plymouth Church in Brooklyn, 
who had known the suicide many years, 
was among those who understood he 
had ‘suffered from real mental illness.

WASHINGTON, April 22—The lives of 
five Americans were endangered when 
a German: submarine on whose deck 
they were standing, with fourteen other 
‘‘ prisoners,”’ suddenly submerged, leav- 
ing them floundering in the sea trying 
to reach a lifeboat. An hour later they 
were picked up by a British patrol boat.

The battle 
néver ceases around the sugar factory of 
Cerny. Innumerable.French onslaughts 
on Craonne were futile, every one of 
them. They came in dense masses; only 
thin lines floated back. At one point 
néar Craonne they. succeedéd in enter- 
ing the German trenches, but a rapid 
counterattack cleared the whole field 
within vision. 

Bast of Craonne up to the vicinity of 
Berry-au-Bac the French were content 
with artillery fire and only beyond 
Rheims has the battle again assumed 
the character of man-to-man fighting.

It is no doubt to 
minimize any. passibilty of. the enemy’s 
taking advantage of any of these inter- 
vals that the advance-of the Allies goes 
as it were by spasms, striking now here, 
now theré, so that while some part of 
the extreme front is always in violent 
‘activity, the solid organization of the 
movement as @ woele 8 never lost.

IN YEAR $1,121,547,615 


Auditor General Reports High 


Prices and Lack of Coordina- 
tion in Some Instances. 


LONDON, April 10.—The cost of muni- 


tions for the British Army for the finan- 
cial year ended March 81, 1916, to- 
taled £224,309,528, (about $1,121,547,- 
615,) of which only about £4,000,000 
comes under. the heading of “ offices; 
inspection, housing, and miscellaneous.’’

All the newspapers pro- 
test against the implication in some 
American press comment of a lack of 
courage on the part of small neutrals. 
The Journal de Geneve summarizes the 
peiuion of the conservative press in say- 
ng: 

“German submarines which, in order 
to blockade England, sink neutral ships 
are guilty of infamous acts. New York 
newspapers, in order to blockade Ger- 
many, propose to starve out neutrals, 
which isn’t much.better. America pro- 
claimed to the world that she was com- 
ing into the war for the sake of right.

York,’’ Billy Sunday prayed at the close 
of his revival yesterday afternoon, 
standing on his pulpit, sweat streaming 
down his face, his clothes awry, ex- 
hausted from shaking hands with aight- 
een hundred trail hitters. “‘Hug her to 
death, Lord. Give her such a grip of 
love that she’ll jump with joy. ‘

DR. HOLMES RIDICULES 
BILLY SUNDAY’S HELL 


Unitarian Pastor Sees Him as 
Merely an Orthodox Protestant 
—Others Praise His: Work. 


The Rev. John Haynes Holmes, in his 
sermon at the Church of the Messiah, 
at Park Avenue and Thirty-fourth 
Street, yesterday assailed Billy Sunday 
for his attitude toward Unitarianism. 
He found much good in the evangelist’s 
campaign for moral reform, but de- 
nounced his theological creed founded 
upon. antiquated ideas which. civiliza- 
tion and Christianity had long since 
learned to reject. Among these ideas, 
Dr. Holmes cited Sunday’s conception of 
hell. 

With reference to Sunday’s position 
on Unitarianism, the preacher said: 
| “The Rev. Billy Sunday is afraid of 
Unitarianism. He knows that the Uni- 
tarian Church is the exponent of 
religious tolerance. He knows that if 
all the people in the world were Uni- 
tarians there would be no room for such 
a campaign as he is conducting. Being 
afraid of us, he hates the Unitarlan 
Church and would do all in his power 
to destroy it.” 

The preacher declared that Billy Sun- 
day was merely a thoroughgoing. ortho- 
dox Protestant who made no effort to 
conceal that fact and who sincerely and 
openly represented the orthodox Prot- 
estant position by having rid respect for 
the-nonconformist. The doctrines of Sun- 
dayism to which the minister addressed 
the greater part of his attack were the 
acceptance of the outward authority of 
the Bible irrespective of human experi- 
ence, the belief in revelation as “ closed 
and final,’” and the conviction that true 
religion was confined to Christianity or 
any particular type of Christianity. 
Maintaining that Sunday preached the 
doctrine of atonement in its crudest and 
most barbaric form, Dr: Holmes said: 

** Billy Sunday believes that the next 
world is divide“ into two parts and that 
a large number of people, including all 
Unitarians, are consigned to the lower.* 

A large number of Protestant clergy- 
men referred to the Sunday revival in 
their sermons yesterday and declared 
that New York was just beginning to 
witness the greatest religious revival 
ever known in this country. The Rev. 
Dr. William H. Kephart, pastor of the 
North New York Congregational Church, 
in the Bronx, said: 

‘* Billy Sunday is déing a very valua- 
ble work in this city, a work that will 
last—not only is he helping the non- 
church members, but he is awakening 
the churches themselves as they have 
never before been awakened to their re- 
sponsibilities. He is stirring up church 
members and church workers to greater 
activity gery 2 social, moral, civic, and 
spiritual welfare work. This city will 
be stirred as never before, and the work 
has just started.’’ 

The Rev. William M. Carr, pastor of 
the Beekman Hill Methodist Church, in 
East Fiftieth Street, said: 

‘* The present religious revival will be 
the greatest -New York or any other 
city has ever seen. Mr. Sunday’ has 
made a better start here than in any 
other city, ang haa results will be great- 
er. The churches of the city are co-op- 
erating and furnishing personal work- 
ers in larger numbers than was expect- 
ed. I am a personal worker at the tab- 
ernacle, and I know that Billy is touch- 
ing the life of the°city—not church mem- 
bers cnly, but everybody and all class>s.

Persons who have had occasion to go 
near the thirteenth floor of the big 
lighting. companies’ building at irving 
Place and Fifteenth Street’ during the 
last few days have expressed surprise 
at hearing, during the noon hour, the 
sound of bugles and orders of officers 
and tramping of men drilling on that 
floor. Men employes of the different 
companies having their offices in the 
building have formed a regiment of 
their own, for duty with the Home De- 
fensé League if needed. A .number of 
the women employes of the companies 
witnessed the drills several days and 
decided to rival the men in voluntary 
preparedness, 

The result was the organization of a 
Red Cross auxiliary. he New York 
Edison Company provided a room and 
the idea proved popular. At present 
more than 500 women emploves aré 
working in the room, turning raw ma- 
terials into bandages and compresses. 
They were assigned the orien title: 

‘Auxiliary No. 3, New York. County 
Chapter. of the American Red Cross,”’ 
at Red Cross headquarters, and a num- 
ber of instructors were designated to 
teach the volunteers what to make and 
how to make it. The volunteers work 
in shifts of seventy-five, each shift 
working two hours. . The output of onc 
shift in two days, according to one of 
the officials, was 12 dozen head ban- 
dages, four dozen 4-inch muslin ban- 
dages, three dozen 3-inch wpandages, 
four dozen Vieaguns slings, three dozen 
compresses, three, — ; Mankel 
bandages.

‘GERMANY NEAR 
FINANGIAL CRASH 


Debt of One Hundred Billion 
Marks Set as Limit by the 
President of Reichsbank. 


PUT AT 80 BILLION NOW 


Two Million Increase Each Month 
Under Falkenhayn Greatly Aug- 
mented by Hindenburg’s Policy.

When an individual has borrowed so 
much money that the interest on it is 
more than he can meke in a year his 
next move is for a bankruptcy court. 
When a nation faces that condition sev- 
eral different measures seem to be 
possible, especially if that nation is 
Germany. It is not easy, of coursé, to 
say when a nation has reached the 
point where its interest bill is greater 
than its total net earnings for a year, 
because so many elements enter into 
the calculation. The annual increment 
of wenlth of any nation is always a 
matter of such estimete and approxi- 
mation that there is small chance that 
even the strong partisans of the nation 
will agree on the figures. 

In Germany the authoritative esti- 
mates differ widely. Dr. Helfferich, 
the Vice Chancellor and Finance Min- 
ister, in a carefully prepared work, 
places the annual increase of German 
wealth at ten milliards of marks, . or, 
on the normal exchange, rougitly. $2, 

Mr. Haverstein, President 
of the. "Reichsbank, one of the strongest 
men in Germany and a recognized au- 
thority on all financial matters. oa 
mates the annual increase of Germany’ 
wealth at only eight milliards of mar My 
or something under spo prana.tn ot 

Among Germans Mr. Haverstein is 
credited with the best se of the work 
of financing Germany thus far through 
the present war. They say in Berlin 
that if it had not been for the skill and 
foresight of the President of the Reichs- 
bank, Germany would have hit the 
rocks some time ago. When I talked 
with him not so very long ago in Ber- 
lin he drew for me a very clear picture 
of the condition that would mean smash 
for Germany. Then he declared with 
great emphasis that’ Germany would 
never reach that condition. The smash 
stage for Germany, he said, would. be 
reached when her annual interest bill 
equaled or exceeded her annual excess 
of production over consumption. ‘In 
other words, he applied the law of the 
individual to the nation. 


The Point of Collapse. 


Thereupon I asked him the specific 
question what he considered Germany’s 
debt limit to be. He replied, with much 
earnestness, that he believed a total 
debt of one hundred milliards of marks 
—100,000,000,000—would bring the Ger- 
man Empire fo the point of collapse. 
And then he jumped out-of his chair and 
made a sweeping gesture with both 
hands clenched.. ‘‘ But Germany will 


never reach tnat point,’’ he exclaimed. 
‘* We shall win success long before our 
debt goes to such a figure.’’ 

Mr. Haverstein declared great confi- 
dence on this point, but the figures he 
gave me®did not seem to me, at least, to 
sustain his confidence as powerfully as 
a good German partisan might desire. 
He set the debt of Garang before the 
outbreak of the war at 5,000,000,00U 
marks, and the funded war debt at 47,- 
000,000,000 marks, or a total of 52, 000,- 
000,00) marks. ‘Then he said that the

put out up to that time, it is a matter 
of easy calculation that since that loan 
was issued a floating debt aggregating 
at least .12,000,000,000 marks more has 
been incurred, -and the probability is 
that it is considerably beyond that. 

On the estimates most favorable to Ger- 
many, therefore,, it is clear that her debt 
is now at least sixty-four milliards of 
marks. Her interest averages 5 per 
cent. and at that rate her annual inter- 
est bill is now about three and a quar- 
ter billion marks. That is, Germany is 
now paying annually, in interest alone, 
two-thirds as much as her entire debt 
was before this war. 

Before the war there was great oppo- 
sition to new undertakings which in- 
volved less than the interest on this 
sum would be. A naval program which 
contemplated spending about 250,000, 
marks was spread over several years 
in deference to this protest against in- 
curring such an enormous increase of 
debt. But Germany at that time was at. 
the very zenith of her earning purer 
Her annual production was steadily in- 
creasing by marked advances. Her ag- 
riculture was very highly developed. In- 
tensive cultivation had been carried té 
a high degree. In almost all crops Ger- 





man production was greater per unit of 
eativetion than that of: any other of 
the jarger agricultural countries. Ger- 
many was earning more then than she 
ever had ae or,than it is likely she 
will earn again for Half a century. 
But now German production is at a 
minimum—that is, production which may 
ao, be ified as increase of 
wealth. Germany is not earning today 
anything like she was three years ago. 
She is —— today, in sheer 
Pg a Pp ty far greater than was 
frugall ee which. marked her ef- 
arte the war, For now the en- 
tire attention of the nation, ‘its. every 
energy and thought are devoted to this 
one problem of waste, and how to make 
it greater and faster than any of her 
enemies. It seems to be the theory that 
the nation which can waste itself fast- 
e —_ win the wretched contest in 


So" that if these figures are reason- 
ably accurate, and if Germany’s debt is 
only sixty-four billion marks, and her an- 
nual interest bill only three and @ quarter 
billion marks, her annual earnings, out 
of which to. pay that interest bill, have 
been reduced so much that it is exceed- 
ingly doubtful if they are sufficient for 
that purpose alone. It ddesn’t make 
any & fference what subterfuge is at- 
tempted to make the people think that 
the payment is being, taken care of in 
an easy way, or whether the interest is 
paid by taxes, current revenues, or how, 
in reality it comes tight back to that 
one problem, does Germany now pro- 
duce enough more than she is consum- 
ing to pay her annual interest? 


Production of Waste, Not of Wealth. 


I asked Mr. Haverstein that question 
also. He answered it with a weary 
smile and the assurance that he esti- 
mated Germany’s annual increase, of 
wealth during the war at six milliards 
of marks. That was one of the most 
interesting and astounding statements 
made to me by any responsible man 
while I was in.-Germany: The President 
of the Reichsbank calmly tossed ‘off 
a couple of millards of marks for de- 
creased production due to war condi- 
tions, and remarked that the remaining 
excess of production over consumption 
‘must be about six billion marks. r- 
ther conversation developed the inter- 
esting theory that the production of ‘the 
enormous quantities of munitions and 
other supplies going out to the various 
‘“‘ fronts ’’ was included in,this estimate. 
The fact that this production was of 
waste and not of wealth. was not per- 
mitted to interfere with the argument 
advanced by Mr. Haverstein. It was 
necessary for Germany’s purpose to 
show that she-was able to meet her 
annual interest payments. There must 
be a surplus, and so there was a 
surplus. 

Mr. Haverstein himself may have some 
reliable and accurate res on the 
production of Germany today—the real 

production, that is not destined to the 
battlefield -waste and the _ scrapheap 
of nations. lf there are any such fig- 
ures they are consulted only by the in- 
most circle of the, inside men, and 
under circumstances of the utmost con- 
fidence. For they can hardly be figures 
that it would do to permit the general 
public to study 

Estimates ave been given to me, how- 
ever, by men who were in position to 
secure as authentic and accurate in- 
formation as any persons not in the 
inside circle could obtain, to the ef- 
fect that besides the amount of debt 
shown in the figures given me by Mr. 
Haverstein there is a floating debt of 
between thirteen and fifteen milliards 
df marks to be “taken: care of. It is 
represented that the. different war 
loans have not sufficed to take up the 
floating debt at the various times of 
issue, and that this ‘additional thirteen 
or fifteen billions is made up, of such 
sums. , 

It may very well be that the ground 
for Germany’s obvious .anxiety for 
peace is to be found in this loan situa- 
tion. For if this report is well founded 
Germany’s debt today is already at the 
80,000,000,000 stage, and the point de- 
scribed by Haverstein himself as 
meaning. smash is-.in. sight. Under the

PRESSING WORK FOR THIS WEEK. 

In this last week of April there Is 
much to be done for the honor ‘and 
safety of the Republic: Before the 
month is over Congressional authoriza- 
tion of essential defensive plans should

should be made for the payment of 
reserve army officers and approved 
candidates for commissions, 35,000 »f 
whom ‘are to assemble in the training 
camps in May; extra efforts, intelli- 
gently directed, should be made to in- 
crease the immediate recruiting for 
the army and navy and marine corps, 
which, thus far, has not fulfilled ex- 
pectations.

OTHER VISITORS. 

In all the history of the United 

States there is no precedent for Mr, 


Batrour’s visit, nothing to which it). 


can be compared, nothing that resem- 
bles it even remotely. Of all the long 
list of distinguished Huropeans who 
have come to this country there is not 
one whose visit has any likeness to 
his. Most of them came as sightseers. 
One or two came for political pur- 
poses, but none of these came vested 
with authority or effectively repre- 
senting the nation that sent them. 
Two men, each of whom afterward 
became King of England, have been on 
the soil of the United States under. 
widely different circumstances. He 
who was to be Witt1aM IV. came here 
to help conquer us, and narrowly es- 
caped staying here, for WasHINGTon 
made sincere efforts to kidnap him. 
He who was to be EDWARD VII. came 
here to see the country, as a part of his 
education. Eminent statesmen have 
been here, the most eminent of all, 
probably, being Li Hun@ Cuane; of 
English, statesmen the most eminent 
was. JOsEPH CHAMBERLAIN, but neither 
came here on an errand of any signifi- 
cance. One man who was'to be King 
of the French came here, Louis Put- 
Liprr, but he came as a political refu- 
gee; and so, afterward, did Jerome 
‘BONAPARTE. A contemporary of both 
and greater than either was TaLLEr- 

RAND. One who was destined for the 
French throne, but. never ascended it, 
the Prince DE JOINVILLE, was here 
‘twice; once he came, as did Enwazp 
| VII., for the benefit of his education, 
as a future King. That was in TriEr’s 
Administration. Twenty years later 
he was here again, this time fighting 
for the Union as’ an officer on General 
McCLELLAN’s staff, as was also an- 
vther royal Prince and possible King; 
the Conite pe Panis. it is curious to 
remember that Count ZErrrii~ was

peans who were great, famous, or no- 
torious, came here, either for safety 
or to see the sights. As for those who 
came on political errands, there was 
what was called at the time “the visit 
of the Japanese Princes ” in’ 1860, but 
that was merely an incident of the 
opening up of Japan. Lovis KossuTH 
came here in 1851 with the purpose 
of enlisting our aid for Hungary, but 
all he got was banquets and compli- 
ments, for in those days we were not 
eager to battle for democracy, though 
perfectly willing to talk about it, and 
KossuTH went back broken-hearted. 
The visit of the Grand Duke ALExIs 
had a political flavor; it was an in- 
cident of the rapprochement between 
the United States and Russia, grow- 
ing out of the way in which Russia 
stepped in‘ to defend this country 
against .European intervention while 
the War of Secession was going on. 
Prince Hengy of Prussia came on an 
ostensibly social errand, really a 
faintly political one, in 1902. ‘The 
German Emperor had a mistaken idea 
that to honor us with a visit from his 
brother would make us happy and 
well-disposed toward any future move- 
ments en the Continent of Europe 
such as he had in contemplation, and 
was annoyed to find his labor thrown 
away. We sought, in our uncouth 
way, to give the Prince a good, time, 
and remained wholly averse to the 
objects of his imperial brother. 
“ ‘What an extraordinary way to, en- 
“tertain a man; to sit him down and 
“ make speeches to him,” was the be- 
wildered comment of Prince HENRY at 
the conclusion of this amusing episode. 

None of these visits offers the least 
suggestion for a comparison, and 
neither does that of the Marquis DE 


-| LAFAYETTE; and yet it is to that visit 


of LAFAYETTE’s that most American 
minds will recur today, as they cer- 
tainly will when Marshal JoFFRE and 
his companions arrive. There was no 
significance whatever in LAFAYETTE’S, 
visit except a symbolical one; and 
though the visit of our British friends 
is ‘grimly practical, there is a sym- 
bolical meaning to it, too, and. the 
symbolism of the two are somewhat 
suggestive of each other.

To add 
to this difficulty of temperament, in 
these Jast months high pay in other 
callings has simply made it impossible 
to hold men on the farms. + 

Ways and means must be found to 
meet these conditions. An emergency 
exists, and it must be dealt with stren- 
uously. First, munitions for the 
world’s stomach are as essential as 
men for the trenches or shells for the 
guns. Secondly, our food no longer 
belongs to us exclusively. We are un- 
der a high obligation to divide what -ve 
have with allies who face want, if not 
starvation. We must, therefore, de- 
velop to the full our power of produc- 
tion and impose upon ourselves avoid- 
ance of waste in consumption.

According to the Berlin Tageblatt, 
Governor General von’ Bissmnc, who 
died the other day, not only did not 
order the execution of Epitu CavELz. 
or the deportation of the Belgians, 
but he disapproved of the first-named 
measure. He even went so far as. to 
tender his resignation to the Kaiser in 
consequence of it. Both of these 
measures, the Tageblatt says, were or- 
dered “from the Kaiser’s headquar- 
ters.”

Some- 
thing of this may be in many German 
officers, but there was something quite 
imperial about the Cavell proceedings 
that set them off a little from the usual 
German military. manner. ‘Von Bis- 
sING, from all we have learned about 
him, was a rather routine-minded sol- 
dier, whose mentality, as shown-in his 
official. explanations, was somewhat 
slow and chumsy. The manner of the 
deed in question does not seem to be 
characteristic of him. The brusque- 
ness and haughtiness of the manner 
was that of some one: accustomed to 
think, “I have gaid it; it is final; I 
am above all question.” 

Whom does the cap fit, vow Bissina 
or the Kaiser? However, the question 
is not one of guesswork, In a country 
like Germany, the Tagebiatt could not 
have dared to say such a thing unless 
it had known the thing to be true; and 
considering the way in which even a 
newspaper so bold as the Tageblatt is 
obliged to guard its phraseology, the 
words “from the Kaiser's headquar- 
ters ” must be regarded as, direct and 
identifying.

Had they been ailowed to develop their 
country to the full extent of its possibilities’ 
the Ukraine could haye become the granary 
of the world, and certainly Russia would’ 
not now be suffering from a shortage of 
food.

SCHIFP FAVORS HOME

Fears Freedom in New Democ: 
racies May Breed Indiffer- 
ence to Ancient Teachings. 


STILL OPPOSES ZIONISM 


Sounds Note of Patriotism In.Ad- 
dress* to Great Meeting of the 
League of Jewish Youth. 


Jacob H. Schiff, known for years as 
an opponent,of a Jewish nation in Pal- 
estine, came out yesterday for a. centre 
for Jewish culture in that Holy Land 
4n an address before a mass meeting of 
the League of the Jewish Youth of 
America, at the Century Theatre.

WASHINGTON, April .22—In the 
House tombrrow Representative John 
Jacob Rogers of Massachusetts will in- 
troduce a bfll, which is understood to 
have~the approval of the State Depart-. 
ment, permitting former American citi- 
zens now fighting in the armies. of the 
Entente Allies to regain their citizenship 
on their discharge from military service: 
The bill modifies a law of ten years 
ago that expatriates a citizen who takes 


‘an ‘oath of allegiance to a foreign Gov- 


ernment. In introducing it Mr. Rogers 
has another object, to provide a fighting 
force of Americans under the American 
flag in «rance. The bill recalls the case 
of Theodore Marburg, Jr., of Baltimore, 
a member of the French military Avia- 
tion Corps, to whom the State Depart- 
ment refused a passport when he was 
returning to France after a period of 
recuperation in America. 

Representative Rogers said today in 
explaining his measure: 

“There are said to be between 40,000 
and 50.000 Americans now fighting in 
the forces of England, France, or 
Canada. These men—with thé possible 
exception of those in the Foreign 
Legion of France—were, upon enlist- 


ance to the country in the army of 
which they enrolled themselves, The‘act 
of Congress of March 2, 1907, provides 
that any American citizen shall be 
deemed to have expatriated himself 
when he has taken an oath of allegiance 
to arly foreign State. Under this law, 
therefore, these 40,000:or 50,000 chiv- 
alrous young men have forfeited Amer- 
ican citizenship. When they return to 
this country at the end of the war they 
will be treated exactly like an immi- 
grant landing at’ Ellis Island for the 
first time and subjected to a delay of at 


least five years before the can regain 
their lost citizenship. “dl but 
“To me this situation is intolerable 
and entirely unnecessary. The bill which 
I am introducing will permit such a 
man to reassume the character. and 
rivileges of a citizen of the United 
tates — ee discharge from the army 
y the f “les Government simply by 
presenting h met. if abroad, before a 
onsul; or, in ‘America, before a 
naturalizing pane and taking the oath 
of allegiance to the United States.” 


WANT A FREE IRELAND NOW.

THE RSPIONAGE BILL |= 


Censorship Clause Said to 
Menace the Foundation of - 
Our Institutions. 


VIOLATES THE CONSTITUTION 


Congress Is Barred, City Association 
_ Aaserts, From Hampering the 
Freedom of the Press. 


These resolutions have been edopted 
by the Publishers’ Association of New 
York City: 

“The censorship provisien of the 
Espionage dill now pending in Congress 
is an assault upon the very foundation 
of our free institutions—freedom of 
thought and freedom of speech. _The 
Proposed legislation 1s drastic and ,in- 
definite in its terms and uncertain in its 
import.

Outlook im Golf. 

The \ invitation “tournament season of 
the metropolitan golf season begins this 
week with the annual Lakewood fixture. 
In the present tinsettled condition of the 
golf world; due to the participation of 


*this country in the great war, the open- 


ing tournament will have far more than 


its ordinary significance. It is practi- 
cally decided that championship events 
have gone by ‘the board for. this. season, 
but the backbone of the local golf year 
is always the series of invitation tourna- 
ments held at the prominent clubs 
around New York. The entry list at 


727! Lakewood will give an inkling as to the 


extent of damage inflicted on golf by the 
present international situation. . 
There are several important points. 
that will largely affect the entry 1 yt Bt 
the local’invitation tournaments. In th 
first place, many golfers have aiready 
come to the conclusion that at such a 
time as this men who have the leisure 
to play golf can devote their energies 


800| toward higher and better ends than the 


winning of a golf trophy. With so many 
and such important things ‘to be done 


500| it is felt that competitive athletics for 
400| the few should be abandoned, and that 


efforts should be made rather ‘to develop 
hysical qualities of the great mass 
of the population than to bring out the 
skill of a select and necessarily small 
class of players. In the second place, 


-‘many of the younger men who usually 


add lustre to the fields at these invita- 
tion tournaments have taken up some 
branch of military orf naval work, and 
their absence will not only be a blow to 
the tournaments, but will also tend to 
discourage the entry of other less promi- 
nent players. 

In last analysis it is the spirit of 
friendly companivnship in the enjoyment 
of a favorite sport that makes for the 
success of an invitation tournament. It 
is impossible to ignore the-fact that an- 
other and entirely different spirit has 
swept this country from coast to coast. 
The fate ef the invitation tournament 
season is hanging in the balance. If the 
Lakewood and ‘Atlantic ciy events are 
unsuccessful it will probably mean the 
abandonment of the schedule in the met- 
ropolitan district. On the other hand, 
the very spirit which prompts the aban- 
donment of championships or competi- 
tive events should stimulate greater 
actual activity on the links by the com- 
mon or garden variety of golfer that he 
may, better fit himself for . whatever 
service he may be.called upon to give.

The Lawn Tennis Situation. 


Whether a certificate indicating vic- 
tory will prove as alluring as a medal 
or a title is a question which has been 
presented to the tennis men of the 
country by the action of the Executive 
Committee of the Tennis Association in 
abolishing . all championship — events. 
Grave doubts may well be entertained 
as to the answer, even though tourna- 
ments are imbued with a patriotic 
flavor. . The word. championship has 
a pleasant ring which can never be sup- 
planted by the use of exhibition. A 
title is an incentive to superior play, a 
goal fascinating to every athlete. Be- 
cause of the war the Tennis Associa- 
tion has abolished the oc eangropg 2 
but it proposes’ nevertheless: to pla 
through the schedule, changing titular 
events into patriotic tournaments, the 
proceeds from which are to be given to 
the Red Cross. The ranking, a feature 
of every tennis season, is also laid aside 
for the period of the war. 

Such radital action has never before 
been taken by the Tennis Association. 
It 1s embarking on a plan in: which 
many observers see only failure as the 
outcome, Throughout. the country 
tennis men will be offering their services 
to the country, and as tennis is 
primarily a game for the youth of the 
land,’ one in which the leading players 
are nearly all within the military age 
limits, the prospect is that the prominent 
contenders will be absent from all com- 
petitions. In the ‘play of the others 
there is little interest. Furthermore, the 
Californians will be absent and their 
invasion has always done much to liven 
interest in the tennis season. The rec- 
ommendation of. the Executive Com- 
mittee is to confine the tournaments 
oes to local players, and this policy, 
which aims to eliminate interference 
with military duty, also tends to curb 
the remnant of keen play which might 
survive the departure of the tennis 
leaders. 

Another phase of the situation, one 
that has been. brought into the limelight 
by the'‘actual abandonment alr ot 
two tennis tournaments, is the lack of 
desire among tennis clubs to hold tour- 
paments. It was in these two cases 
found that those who ordinarily con- 
ducted the tournaments would be unable 
to give their services, and it was further 
said that the tournaments would be a 
burden to the clubs. It would be rash to 
assume that these are exceptional cases. 
Similar conditions must prevail else- 
where, and similar le Sey complete 
abandonment of tournaments—may be 
expected quite generally. Between lack 
of interest on the part of the players and 
lack of initiative on the part of the clubs, 
it appears unlikely that patriotic tourna- 
ments will prove to be porular tourna- 
ments. 

The playing of:tennis will go on, as it 
should, but the ifdications are that the 
de-championized tennis tournaments will 
have only a small place on the calendar 
of sport, despite the indorsement of the 
plan by Secretary of War Baker.
